CONGRESSMAN HUNTER 

Haa Hopes of Being tho Next Unltod States 
Senator From Kantaekv- 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 20.— Congress- 
man Hunter expects to be the next 
United States aenator and to be elect- 
ed Wednesday. He would be elected 
Tuesday if the law would permit 
the holding of a joint session 
that day. Aa it ia, ho will re- 
ceive a majority of the house 
votes, and on Wednesday he claims 
he will pet a majority of the joint ses- 
sion.

Hunter expects to pain one populist 
and democratic vote, so vhat he will re- 
ceive TO votes. Should the democrats 
fail him, ho will pet 09 votes which 
will still be a majority.

Senator Stege, the republi- 
can who announced that he would 
not vote until a successor to Represen- 
tative Wilson was elected, now de- 
clares he waa misunderstood. The 
senators got together Monday after- 
noon and framed rules under which 
they can unaeat any number of repub- 
lican senators Tuesday, but it ia 
believed that such action will not bo 
countenanced by the republican fed- 
eral senate.
